Tue Seconp Session was called to order by Mr. Hoijer at 2:05 p.m.; again 
about 140 persons were present. Mr. Joos served as secretary for the first part 
of the session, Mr. Bloch for the latter part. Papers 7-13 were read and discussed. 
The session was adjourned at 4:20 p.m. 

THe ANNUAL INFORMAL Banquet for members and their guests was held at 
7:30 p.m. in the Tropical Room, with about $5 persons present. After the banquet 
Mr. Hoijer read the Presidential Address, Athapaskan Consonants. 

Tue Business Meetine (Turrp Session) was called to order by Mr. Hoijer 
at 9:10 p.m. on Tuesday, 29 December; about 50 persons were present. The 
minutes of the preceding meeting were called for. Mr. Bloch, acting as Secretary 
pro tempore, reported that the minutes of the Thirty-Third Annual Meeting, 
held in New York on 29-31 December 1958, had appeared in Bulletin No. 32 
and had been duly distributed to the membership; and that the minutes of the 
Twenty-First Summer Meeting, held in Ann Arbor on 24-25 July 1959, would 
appear in Bulletin No. 33. It was voted that the reading of the minutes be 
omitted and that they be accepted. 


For the Secretary, Mr. Bloch presented the following report, which was 
ordered to be received and filed. 


The active membership was last reported to the Society on 15 December 1958 as 1501, 
which should be corrected to 1500 by the death of one member reported in the 1957 list.

We record with sorrow the death of nine regular members: G. C. Barker, J. L. Boysen, 
C. B. Brown, A. Jeffery, Joyce Jenkins, J. 8. Kenyon, 8. J. Lloyd, M. Sherover, J. Van 
Horne. (One of these was listed with the date of death in the 1958 list, and is therefore not 
included in the 1959 list.) 

During 1959 we had, then, a total membership of 1642, of whom 1634 were active on 15 
December. It should be added that this total was soon thereafter reduced by one more, as 
noted in the statement of deaths above. The net gain (on the basis of year-end active mem- 
berships) was 133 as against 147 for the preceding year. 

On 15 December 1958 we had 21 active Honorary Members. At the 1958 meeting three 
new Honorary Members were elected, as reported in Bulletin No. 32. On 15 December 1959 
we had therefore 24 active Honorary Members. 

Domestic Library subscriptions were 303, of which 29 were new. There were 13 failures to 
renew. Foreign Library subscriptions were 447, of which 101 were new. There were 58 failures 
to renew. Subscribing Libraries in 1959 totalled 750. The net gain was 59. 

The total net gain in subscriptions, personal and library, is thus 192 as against a net 
gain of 190 for 1958. 
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For the Treasurer, Mr. Bloch presented a summary of the following report, 
which was ordered to be received and filed, subject to completion of the Auditors’ 
Report for inclusion in the Bulletin.

During the year the Executive Committee took the following actions by correspondence: 
1. Selected Robert A. Hall Jr. as delegate to the Conference on Creole Language Studies

at The University College of the West Indies, Jamaica, 28 March to 4 April 1959, and recom- 
mended him to the ACLS for a grant. 

2. Selected Joshua Whatmough as delegate to the International Congress of Celtic Stud- 
ies in Dublin, 6 to 10 July 1959, and recommended him to the ACLS for a grant. 

3. Selected the papers for the 34th Annual Meeting. 


The Executive Committee held its regular summer meeting in the Michigan Union at 
9 p.m., 23 July 1959. Present were Mr. Hill presiding, Messrs. Paper, Weinreich, and Wel- 
mers. Mr. Marckwardt was proxy for Mr. Hoijer, Mr. Agard for Mr. Moulton, Mr. Bloch for 
Mr. Lounsbury, and Mr. Gumperz for Mr. Sledd. Present by constitutional provision but 
without vote were Mr. Cowan, Miss Hahn, Mr. Hoenigswald, and Mr. Whatmough. 

The Committee took the following actions: 

1. Elected new members, nos. 2899-3016. 

2. Nominated Hans Kurath as the joint ACLS-LSA delegate to the First International 
Congress of Dialectology, to be held in Louvain and Brussels, 21-27 August 1960. The 
Committee reserved the right to make further nominations after fuller study. 

3. Voted to instruct the President to appoint a committee to study the Society’s policy 
in nominating delegates to International Congresses. This committee, it was decided, should 
report its findings to the Executive Committee through the Secretary, so that action can 
be taken promptly, by mail if necessary. 

4. Voted to act as one of the sponsoring Societies for the Congress for General and Applied 
Phonetics, to be held in Hamburg in the first week of September 1960. The question of a 
delegate to this Congress was referred to the Committee mentioned in 3 above. 

5. Voted not to participate with the AAAS (Section H) in a symposium on reading in 
1960. 

6. Voted acceptance of the negative report of the Committee on the possibility and ad 
visability of establishing a journal devoted to linguistic abstracts. (The committee con- 
sisted of Messrs. Whatmough chm., Bloch, and Hoenigswald.) 

7. Heard a progress report on the plans for the International Congress of Linguists in 
1962. The Permanent International Committee of Linguists (CIPL) has accepted the in- 
vitation to hold the Congress in the United States, and has elected Mr. Whatmough Presi- 
dent of the Congress. 

8. Voted that the LSA Committee on the Congress of Linguists decide on the date and 
the city in which the Congress is to be held, and transmit this information to the Permanent 
International Committee of Linguists without delay. This action is to be taken by Messrs. 
Whatmough, Marckwardt, and Twaddell as the representatives of the Committee presently 
in the U. S., and their action will be reported to the Executive Committee. After that re- 
port, the Committee on the Congress is to solicit invitations from the institutions located 
in the city chosen. 

9. Discussed at length the advisability of reexamining the Constitution of the Society 
in the near future. 

In accordance with paragraph 3 above, the President, Mr. Hoijer, appointed a committee 
to study the policy of the Society in nominating delegates to International Congresses. The 
committee consists of Messrs. Twaddell chm., Emeneau, and McQuown. 

In accordance with paragraph 7 above, Mr. Whatmough reported that the Magsachu- 
setts Institute of Technology and Harvard University will act as joint hosts for the Ninth 
International Congress of Linguists. 


The Executive Committee held its regular meeting in Chicago, at the Sheraton-Towers 
Hotel, at 7 p.m. on Sunday, 27 December 1959. Present were Mr. Hoijer presiding, Mr. Wel- 
mers, Mr. Bloch as proxy for Mr. Hill, Mr. Hamp as proxy for Mr. Lounsbury, Mr. Lotz as 
proxy for Mr. Weinreich, and Mr. D. W. Reed as proxy for Mr. Sledd. Present by constitu- 
tional provision but without vote were Mr. Franklin Edgerton, Miss Hahn, Mr. Hoenigs- 
wald, Mr. Joos, Mr. Marckwardt, and Mr. Whatmough. 

The Committee elected new members, nos. 3017-3117. 

Mr. Whatmough reported on the progress of plans for the International Congress of 
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Linguists to be held in 1962 in Cambridge, Mass., sponsored by Harvard University and 
the Massachusetts Institute of Technology. He described the projected volume Trends in 
American and European linguistics, to be published early in 1961 under the sponsorship of 
CIPL in preparation for the Congress, with twelve invited contributions. He also spoke of 
the preliminary work of selecting persons to be invited to the Congress and foreign scholars 
to be subsidized in part. 

Miss Hahn discussed a weakness in the nominating procedure prescribed by the Con- 
stitution of the Linguistic Society. The Executive Committee again discussed the desirabil - 
ity of reexamining the Constitution as a whole, with a view to suggesting possible amend- 
ments for a future meeting of the Society, and elected a subcommittee to consider the 
question (Mr. Hill chm., Miss Hahn, Mr. Hamp, Mr. Twaddell). 

The Executive Committee, after extended discussion, voted to recommend to the Society 
that the following members, who have retired from the active exercise of their profession, 
be exempted from further payment of dues: Bert Emsley (1935), Erwin A. Esper (FM), 
Martha Jane Gibson (1933), Mortimer Graves (1943), Selma S. Kénig (FM), Daniel F. 
Sheehan (1939), Leo L. Rockwell (1932), Claude M. Wise (1934). 

Mr. Edgerton read a proposed resolution in honor of Mortimer Graves, to be presented 
at the Business Meeting and voted by the Society. After making a number of 
textual changes, the Committee endorsed the resolution. 

The Committee reappointed the following committees, committee members, and dele- 
gates to succeed themselves without change: Einar Haugen, member of the Standing Com- 
mittee on Research (through 1962); Messrs. Ferguson chm., Hamp, and Pulgram, Com- 
mittee on Honorary Members (through 1960); Clarence L. Barnhart, delegate to the American 
Association for the Advancement of Science (through 1960); Norman A. McQuown, 
delegate to the Mexican Council for Indigenous Languages (through 1960) ; J. Milton Cowan, 
delegate to the American Council of Learned Societies (through 1961). 

The Committee approved the following appointments for the Linguistic Institute of 
1960 at the University of Texas: Eric P. Hamp of the University of Chicago as Collitz Pro- 
fessor, W. Freeman Twaddell of Brown University as Associate Director. 

The Committee discussed the invitations so far received for the Linguistic Institute for 
1961 (principally from the University of Michigan and the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology), but reserved decision till the Summer Meeting of the Society. The Committee 
on the Place of the Linguistic Institute (Mr. Hoenigswald chm., Mr. Beeler, Mr. Lane) was 
instructed to correspond in the interim with other possible hosts and submit a recom- 
mendation at the Summer Meeting. 

The place of the annual meeting in December 1960 was fixed at Hartford, Conn. This 
choice accords with our practice of meeting in alternate years on the East Coast and in the 
Middle West, as well as our intention to meet at intervals with the American Philological 
Association and the Archaeological Institute of America, both of which will meet in Hart- 
ford in 1960. 

The Secretary’s and the Treasurer’s reports were heard and discussed, but no action 
was recommended. 

The Committee considered at length the place of linguistics in the National Defense 
Education Act, and the need for a responsible professional body to speak for linguistics in 
the operations of the Act. It was voted to establish a Standing Committee on Linguistics 
and Education, to act as a nucleus ad hoc, with power to enlarge itself by co-option (Messrs. 
Marckwardt chm., Carroll, Lotz, H. L. Smith, Welmers). 

Mr. Marckwardt reported on the plans of the Fulbright Screening Committee for Lin- 
guistics and the Board of Directors of the Center for Applied Linguistics, for a Congress of 
Linguists to be held in Colombia and for cooperation between American and Colombian 
scholars at work on problems of language in Colombia. 

The Committee considered a proposed resolution submitted by Mr. Cross, calling upon 
the Internal Revenue Service to allow language teachers income tax deduction for travel 
abroad. After full discussion, the Committee asked Mr. Hamp to consult one of the tax 
lawyers of the University of Chicago on the following day, and voted that the resolution 
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should be introduced at the Business Meeting only if the lawyer’s advice should prove to 
be favorable. (Since this advice turned out unfavorable, the resolution was tabled.] 
Finally, the Committee discussed the results of the Working Conference on Asia and 
Africa called by the NATO Parliamentarians Conference. 
The meeting was adjourned at 11 p.m. 


After discussion and correction, it was voted that the report be received and 
filed. 


Acting on the Executive Committee’s recommendation, the Society voted to 
exempt from further payment of dues the eight members named in the report: 


Mr. Emsley, Mr. Esper, Miss Gibson, Mr. Graves, Miss Kénig, Mr. Rockwell, 
Mr. Sheehan, and Mr. Wise. 


Mr. Franklin Edgerton introduced the following resolution, which was unani- 
mously adopted: 


The Linguistic Society of America wishes to express to Mortimer Graves its sense of 
profound appreciation of his services to the cause of linguistics in the United States. No 
other single person has contributed so much to bring about the revolutionary change which 
has taken place in recent decades in the attitude of the educated American public towards 
linguistics and language study. 

This influence began with Graves’s early work at the American Council of Learned 
Societies in developing studies in such fields as Chinese, Japanese, and Russian culture, 
major humanistic areas which had been shamefully reglected in this country. From the 
start he insisted on the necessity of basic linguistic competence as a prerequisite for serious 
historical or cultural work in such fields (or any other humanistic field, for that matter). 
Incredible as it may seem now, there were, before Graves’s time, humanistic specialists in 
respected academic circles who failed to see this. As if to prove that such a prerequisite was 
not impracticable, he himself acquired at least a reading knowledge of Chinese and Tur- 
kish—no small feat for an always overworked administrator. He had studied Russian 
earlier. 

For practical reasons his early ACLS activities centered largely on oriental fields, and 
he felt that there ought to be a national center in this country devoted to them. He was 
made chairman of a Committee of the ACLS for a National School of Modern Oriental Lan- 
guages and Civilizations; its aim was something like that of the London School of Oriental 
and African Studies, or of similar continental European institutions. This aim was never 
realized as such, but the effort had profound effects in various ways, perhaps most strikingly 
in linguistics. The first acts of that Committee were to engage three able and well-trained 
linguists, at that time unemployed (then a more or less chronic condition of their like), 
and set them to work on the Thai, Malay, and Persian languages. Some old-time philolo- 
gists were shocked at the idea, then new to them, that a competent professional linguist, 
given a native speaker, could quickly and successfully begin analysis of any unknown 
language, and prepare to teach it. World War II was soon to show how many languages, 
‘unknown’ to Americans, might suddenly become desperately needed in this country. 
Under stress of such needs, it was proved practicable even to abridge the preliminary 
analysis of a language almost down to zero, and to start instruction, with the help of an 
informant, under a linguist who, a very few weeks earlier, had been as ignorant of the 
specific language as his pupils. 

Mortimer Graves was quick to see the soundness and tremendous value of all this. 
Though not a professional student of linguistics himself, he had the vision to perceive that 
linguists could do what was urgently needed. As one looks back on it now, one wonders 
whether some linguists themselves would have dared claim quite as much as he claimed for 
them. Anyhow, his faith proved justified. 

As early as 1941, with Rockefeller Foundation funds, he founded the ACLS Intensive 
Language Program, which was in essence a great enlargement of what the Committee for a 
National School of Modern Oriental Languages and Civilizations had started. It is hardly 
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necessary to describe in detail the vast burgeoning of this movement: how it led to the 
Language and Area phase of the Army Specialized Training Program, to the basic courses 
in elementary language instruction published by the ACLS during the war (there were 
seventy publishing contracts with the U. 8S. Armed Forces Institute, which produced over 
a million text-books in nearly thirty languages); and later the permanent Comsnittes on 
Language Programs of the ACLS. 

The Linguistic Society of America has a class of members known as Benefactors, which 
any regular member may join by payment of ‘not less than fifty times the dues then in force’. 
Mortimer Graves’s services to our science, and thus to our Society, are so incomparably 
greater than any such amount, one may almost say than any amount, of money that it 
would, the Society feels, be hardly a compliment to him to vote him into that category. In 
any but the technical sense, he is already a much greater benefactor of the Society than 
anyone else on our rolls. Our feeling for him is unique; it puts him in a class by himself. 
That it may become a matter of permanent record, never to be forgotten while the Society’s 
records exist, it is hereby 

RESOLVED, that the preceding statement be spread upon the minutes of the Society and 
printed therein.* 


As Editor of Laneuace and Chairman of the Committee on Publication, 
Mr. Bloch presented the following report, which was ordered to be received and 
filed: 


During the year 1959 the Society published only two items: 
LaneuaGE, Volume 35, 726 pages; and 
Bulletin No. 32, 107 pages. 


The three scholars to whom our publications owe their relative freedom from misprints 
and more serious errors—Werner Winter, Howard Garey, and Warren Cowgill—have again 
volunteered their invaluable services. In the name of the Committee on Publications and 
the Society as a whole, I express here the debt of thanks which they have earned by their 


proofreading. 

As a kind of summary of my twenty years of ‘editorial work for the Linguistic Society, 
the following figures may have some slight interest. In these twenty years I have read 1772 
manuscripts: 859 articles, 913 reviews. Of these, 1448 pieces (or 82 percent) were published 
in Laneuags: 580 articles (67.5 percent), 868 reviews (95 percent). Besides the papers I 
read, I received 167 others which I did not read: 53 manuscripts withdrawn by their authors, 
114 submitted by nonmembers and hence not eligible for publication in our journal. The 
total number of manuscripts which came to my desk in these twenty years is 1939. 

In the same period I examined, personally or by proxy, 59 book-length works—mono- 
graphs, dissertations, and special publications; 47 (80 percent) were published by the 
Society. In addition, 16 book-length manuscripts were submitted and then withdrawn be- 
fore they could be judged; and 2 were submitted by nonmembers. The total number of 
book-length works that came to me in twenty years is 77. 





2 A copy of this resolution was in due time mailed to Mr. Graves by the Secretary. Mr. 
Graves’s letter of acknowledgment, dated 9 March 1960, reads in part as follows: 

‘It is a pleasure to know that one’s colleagues think that he has done his part of his job 
well; this is a kind of compensation for the waves of realization of lost opportunities that 
the seventies bring along with them. 

‘I have always considered it my function to make enterprises out of ideas—usually other 
people’s ideas. My guess would be that most of my linguistical ideas came in the first in- 
stance from Franklin Edgerton and Edgar Sturtevant. At the other end of the line through 
me was David Stevens, of the Rockefeller Foundation, who recognized ideas and was al- 
ways willing to invest both faith and funds in them. And who could not look back with 
pleasure at having played a modest part in the growth of that next generation of linguist 
colleagues, among whom it would be invidious equally not to mention Milt Cowan and to 
begin mentioning the others? It’s been a glorious experience.’

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For Mr. J M. Cowan, the Society’s delegate to the American Council of 
Learned Societies, Mr. Bloch read the following report: 


Your delegate and the Secretary of the Linguistic Society attended the annual meeting 
of the American Council of Learned Societies on 21-23 January 1959 in Rochester, New 
York. The program provided for a conference of secretaries of the constituent societies and 
a meeting of this group with the Board of Directors. A full day was devoted to the dis- 
cussion of the Council’s program and the relationship between the Council and its con- 
stituent societies. This session was held at the University of Rochester; it was concluded 
by a lecture delivered by Robert Oppenheimer entitled Tradition and Discovery. The lec- 
ture has been published in the October issue of the ACLS Newsletter. 

During the year the Council has carried on many activities which are of interest to our 
Society and of importance for the field of linguistics. ACLS Fellowships were awarded to 
Floyd G. Lounsbury for work on linguistic philological studies of Iroquois religious texts; 
to Herbert H. Paper for a historical grammar of modern Persian, with special emphasis on 
study of Sogdian, Saka, and Pehlevi; and to Ernst Pulgram to study the Indo-Europeani- 
zation of Greece. Grants-in-aid were awarded to Mark J. Dresden, Jacob J. Finkelstein, 
George A. Kennedy, Herbert L. Kufner, Karl H. Menges, and Thomas A. Sebeok for lin- 
guistic research. 

For the U. 8. Office of Education the ACLS completed an extensive survey of current 
needs for trained language personnel in industry, education, and government, for use in 
implementing the National Defense Education Act of 1958. W. F. Twaddell prepared this 
report, which was turned over to the Office of Education on 31 January. No copies of this 
report are available for distribution; but it was used, together with information from other 
sources, in preparation of A Statement of Policy, Language Development Program, Centers, 
and Research and Studies issued by the Commissioner of Education, dated 17 June. 

The ACLS awarded $50,000 to be used by the Society in support of an International 
Congress of Linguists, to be held in this country in 1962. 

The Council acted to appoint the American representatives, W. Norman Brown, Gray 
Cowan, Mortimer Graves, George Taylor, and W. F. Twaddell, to a conference on Asian 
and African languages in May, at the School of Oriental and African Studies of the Uni- 
versity of London. In September your Delegate chaired an ACLS conference in New York 
to prepare a set of recommendations growing out of the London conference, for use by 
Senator Jackson at the NATO Parliamentarians’ Conference in Washington in November. 
The Scientific and Technical Committee of the Conference unanimously approved the ACLS 
report and recommended that half a million dollars be appropriated in the first year to 
implement studies and research in Asian and African languages. 

The ACLS Committee on Scholarly Publication, of which your Secretary was a member, 
concluded its efforts with publication of a report: Problems of Scholarly Publications in the 
Humanities and Social Sciences. A brief summary of the findings is given in the ACLS 
Newsletter for April. 

Your Delegate prepared a report for the ACLS covering six years of research and im- 
plementation under the Program in Oriental Languages, supported by two Ford Founda- 
tion grants of $250,000 each. A summary of this report is given in the Newsletter for May. 

There were 44 grants, totaling approximately $20,500, made for summer study at the 
Linguistic Institute; $17,400 was drawn from the Ford Foundation grant of $125,000 for a 
five-year period, the rest from the Council’s Linguistic Research Fund. 

The Council’s Committee on Language Programs currently consists of W. G. Moulton 
chm., Eric P. Hamp secretary, John B. Carroll, Martin Joos, A. A. Hill, Floyd G. Louns- 
bury, and Herbert H. Paper. Consultants to the Committee are representatives of the 
following agencies, who attend meetings without vote: the Foreign Service Institute of the 
Department of State; the Office of Education of the Department of Health, Education, and 
Welfare; the Center for Applied Linguistics; and the Modern Language Association of 
America. The Committee continues to act in an advisory capacity on matters of language 
and linguistics, to select the winners of summer study aids in linguistics, and to administer 
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the Linguistic Research Fund. Throughout the year the Committee has been concerned with 
the problem of its relation to the language activities under Title VI of the National Defense 
Education Act. The Subcommittee on Uralic and Altaic Languages (John Lotz chm., 
Samuel E. Martin, Nicholas N. Poppe, Thomas A. Sebeok, Lewis V. Thomas) is adminis- 
tering a research contract dealing with these languages between the Council and the U. S. 
Office of Education. John Lotz is the director and the project office is located at Columbia 
University. 

The Annual Meeting of the ACLS traditionally takes place in January, after the annual 
meeting of the Society. This means that reports on the ACLS meetings are more than a 
year old by the time they are printed in the Bulletin. Your Delegate respectfully requests 
permission to add an account of the forthcoming ACLS meeting to this report for publica- 
tion in the next Bulletin, and to continue that practice in the future. 


Mr. Cowan’s report was ordered to be received and filed. In accordance with the 
last paragraph, it was voted to authorize Mr. Cowan to append to it a report 
on the forthcoming ACLS meeting for publication in Bulletin 33. This addendum 
follows: 


The 43rd meeting of the American Council of Learned Societies was held in New York 
City on 20-22 January 1960. Your delegate attended all sessions. The program provided for 
a conference of secretaries of the constituent societies on the first day. That evening there 
was a dinner honoring the recipients of the ACLS Prizes for Distinguished Scholarship 
in the Humanities. The recipients were Merle Curti, Frederick C. Grant, Kung-Chuan 
Hsiao, Roman Jakobson, Harold D. Lasswell, Robert R. Palmer, Meyer Schapiro, Henry 
Nash Smith, Walter T. Stace, and Rosemond Tuve. The second day was devoted to a stimu- 
lating set of papers and discussions on the Bible and the humanities. The annual lecture, 
entitled The Bible and Archeology, was given by Nelson Glueck. 

The following excerpt from the report of the President at the business meeting on the 
morning of the third day is of special interest to the members of our Society: ' 

‘The ACLS has this year entered into contract with the Office of Education, Department 
of Health, Education, and Welfare, for the development of specialized training materials 
for use in teaching Uralic and Altaic languages, for basic surveys dealing with the areas 
where these languages are spoken, and for pertinent research projects. The contract covers 
68 projects in 25 languages. (The better-known languages are Hungarian, Finnish, Turkish, 
Mongolian, and Korean; and there are lesser-known ones like Cheremis, Kirghiz, and 
Votyak.) The contract provides for the expenditure of almost $650,000 over a 3'4-year 
period. The project will be supervised by an ACLS Committee on Uralic and Altaic Studies, 
and the Director of Research is Professor John Lotz, of Columbia University. A progress 
report submitted on December 1, 1959 lists 26 projects in progress. 

‘Late in the year the ACLS, again under contract with the Office of Education, held a 
meeting of scholars to survey personnel, materials, and programs for the teaching of South- 
Asian languages, determine needs, and recommend appropriate programs of research.’ 


Mr. Hall, the Society’s delegate to the Conference on Creole Languages, 
presented the following report, which was ordered to be received and filed: 


Your delegate attended the Conference on Creole Languages held at the University 
College of the West Indies in Mona (St. Andrew), Jamaica, from 28 March to4 April 1959, as 
the delegate both of the Linguistic Society of America and of the American Council of 
Learned Societies. The nine members of the conference group who came from outside 
Jamaica were excellently taken care of with regard to board and lodging at the Principal’s 
House, and with regard to recreational activities. 

The conference consisted of seven sessions (open to the participants and other members 
of the university community) at which papers were read and discussed; an open session for 
public questions and answers; and a final closed session at which the results of the con- 
ference were summed up and a series of resolutions were adopted. In addition, the con- 
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ference group were enabled to visit a ‘Maroon’ community (Mooretown) and thus to obtain 
a firsthand idea of the conditions under which Jamaican Creole is used and investigated. 
There were also extensive discussions of all aspects of creole language problems, on an 
informal basis, among the participants in the conference at virtually all times they were 


. together. 


The members of the conference were substantially in agreement on a number of basic 
points with regard to pidginized and creolized languages, including especially: A. Their 
right to consideration on a par with all other languages, in both theoretical and practical 
respects; B. Their amenability to analysis by the established methods of descriptive and 
historical linguistics; C. The existence of common problems throughout the world with 
regard to pidgins and creoles; and D. The desirability of their being used as educational 
media wherever the situation might call for their use. 

The conference further agreed that it is highly desirable to extend the study of pidgins 
and creoles by the preparation of descriptive and historical analyses, and to speed the 
training of scholars to undertake this type of work. It was decided to establish a permanent 
committee on an international basis, including several American scholars (of whom your 
delegate is one), to ensure continued liaison and international cooperation. 

The results of the conference were extremely satisfactory, showing that a very wide 
area of agreement already existed and that there is a basis for extensive future collaboration 
among American and foreign scholars in the field of pidginized and creolized languages. 


Mr. Marckwardt, Director of the Linguistic Institute of 1959, presented in 
outline the following report, which was ordered to be received and filed: 


The Linguistic Institute of 1959 (22 June to 14 August) was sponsored jointly by the 
Linguistic Society of America and the University of Michigan. 

The faculty consisted of Henry M. Hoenigswald (University of Pennsylvania) Associate 
Director, Frederick B. Agard (Cornell University), Henry A. Gleason Jr. (Hartford Semi- 
nary Foundation), Dell H. Hymes (Harvard University), Thomas O. Lambdin (Johns 
Hopkins University), André Martinet (University of Paris), Edward Stankiewicz (Indiana 
University), and the following members of the Michigan staff: William P. Alston, O. L. 
Chavarria-Aguilar, William C. Dickerman, James W. Downer, Gerald F. Else, Lawrence 
B. Kiddle, Harold V. King, Sherman Kuhn, Robert Lado, Ilse Lehiste, Melvin Manis, Al- 
bert H. Marckwardt (Director), Herbert H. Paper (Assistant Director), Gordon E. 
Peterson, Herbert Penzl, Ernst Pulgram, Gerda M. Seligson, Yao Shen, Hide Shohara, 
Waldo E. Sweet, William S. Y. Wang, Joseph K. Yamagiwa. Mr. Martinet held the Collitz 
Professorship. 

Thirty-two courses were offered. These included seven basic courses in general linguis- 
tics, four devoted to the structural analysis of particular languages or language groups, 
four concerned with various phases of English, ten in historical and comparative linguistics, 
three relating linguistics to other disciplines, and four concerned with the practical appli- 
cation of linguistics to language teaching. Not specifically included in the program but 
closely related to it were four intensive language courses. 

Total enrollment in all courses of the Institute numbered 810. This included 45 under- 
graduate elections, 475 graduate elections, 246 student visitors, and 48 course visitations 
by Ph.D. guests. The 516 course elections for credit involved 258 students, 153 of whom were 
enrolled in two or more Institute courses. This last group of students plus the 19 holders of 
the doctorate who received guest privileges from the University may justly be regarded as 
the real core of the Linguistic Institute. 

The semiweekly Forum Lectures had an average attendance of 224, an increase of 56 
over 1958. Guest lecturers included Bernard Bloch (Yale University), William E. Bull 
(University of California, Los Angeles), Paul L. Garvin (Georgetown University), E. 
Adelaide Hahn (Hunter College), and Henry Lee Smith Jr. (University of Buffalo). An 
estimated 250 persons visited the open house at the Speech Research Laboratory. 

Forty students in the Institute received summer study aids from the American Council 
of Learned Societies, financed mainly by a grant from the Ford Foundation. The Rocke- 
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feller Foundation made it possible to maintain six members of the English Inspectorate of 
the Egyptian Ministry of Education at the Institute, three of whom are pursuing advanced 
studies at Cornell University and three at Michigan. In addition, fourteen Filipino teachers 
of English from the University of California (Los Angeles) Philippine English Project were 
in attendance, eight of them supported by the U. S. Office of Education and five by the 
Rockefeller Foundation through UCLA. 

The summer meeting of the Linguistic Society, held on 24 and 25 July, drew a record 
attendance; 373 members and guests signed the register. Twenty-two papers were pre- 
sented at the four sessions. The Collitz Lecture, by André Martinet, was delivered before 
an audience of approximately 400 in Auditorium A, Angell Hall. 

The Linguistic Institute acknowledges with thanks the action of the Ford Foundation 
and the American Council of Learned Societies in providing 40 summer study aids and a 
direct institutional subsidy of $4,500. The Institute is also grateful to the Linguistic Society 
of America for its contributions from the Collitz bequest and the Linguistic Institute En- 
dowment Fund, totalling $5,400.14. 

At its summer meeting in 1958, the Executive Committee of the Linguistic Society voted 
to establish the 1960 Linguistic Institute at the University of Texas. In planning its pro- 
gram for the 1960 summer session at the University of Michigan, the Committee on Lin- 
guistics has taken cognizance of the fact that the five-university program in Middle-Eastern 
languages will be on this campus at that time. It seems reasonable, therefore, to focus the 
1960 summer linguistic program upon Middle-Eastern studies, in addition to offering the 
usual complement of basic courses. Furthermore, at least one section of the regular course 
in teaching English as a second language will be devoted to the learning problems of native 
speakers of Middle-Eastern languages. These plans have been communicated to the director 
of the 1960 Linguistic Institute at the University of Texas. 


Miss Hahn, chairman of the Nominating Committee (Miss Hahn, Mr. Haugen,

The Secretary pro tempore reported that all nominees of the Nominating Com- 
mittee had signified their willingness to serve, and that so far as he was aware 
there had been no additional nominations by mail ballot. Nominations from the 
floor were called for, but there were none. The Secretary pro tempore was accord- 
ingly instructed to cast a unanimous ballot for all nominees of the Nominating 
Committee. 

The President appointed a Committee on Resolutions, composed of Mr. 
Gleason as chairman, Mr. Faust, and Mr. Penzl. 

Further business, proposed by any member of the Society, was now called for. 
Since there was none, the session was adjourned at 10:15 a.m. 
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THE Fourts Session was called to order by Mr. Hoijer at 10:35 a.m.; about 


150 persons were present. Papers 14-19 were read and discussed. The session 
was adjourned at 12:35 p.m. 


Tue Firra Session was called to order by Mr. Hoijer at 2:05 p.m.; about 120 


persons were present. Papers 20-25 were read and discussed. The session was 
adjourned at 4:15 p.m. 


Tue Srxtu Session was called to order by Mr. Hoijer at 7 p.m.; about 110 
persons were present. Papers 26-28 were read and discussed. Before the end of 


the session, Mr. Gleason, for the Committee on Resolutions, presented the 
following resolution: 


The Linguistic Society of America thanks the Local Committee, under the able and tire- 
less chairmanship of Arthur Norman, for their smooth handling of the arrangements for 
this annual meeting. They have come close to the perfection of completely concealing their 
labors. 

We thank Norman Markel and Demetrios Moutsos for their devoted attention to the 
details of registration and many other details involved in our meeting. 

We thank the management and staff of the Sheraton-Towers Hotel for making us com- 
fortable, for their excellent food and service at our Annual Banquet, and for the well- 
appointed meeting room with which they provided us. 


The resolution was unanimously adopted, and the meeting was adjourned at 
9 P.M.
